Since the adop tion of the third rail 
sy stem by the Indianap olis and Cincin­ 
nati Interurban Railway , mach has been 
said about its safety . 
The current is 
carried by a third rail, and it is from 
this rail that the car gets its p ower, con­ 
sequently on the face of,things it woald 
seem as dangerous as the overhead wire 
and being on the fgronnd a menace to 
life, bat investigation will show that on 
the Aurora, Elgin & Chicago interur 
bin road where this sy stem is used, the 
p ercentage of fatalities and accidents is 
less than half of that of the ordinary 
electric road. 
The rail is charged with electricity , 
but inasmuch as the whole curreut does 
not go throngh the rail, bat is fed in 
from an overhead wire at different 
p oints along the route, coming iu con­ 
tact with the rail is not near so danger 
ons. 
One may stand on the rail with 
both feet without feeling it, bot if y on 
get one foot on the gronnd and one on 
the rail y on will be shocked some, bot 
not fatally . 
Ly ing from one rail to 
another woald, of cooree, give y on the 
foil benefit of the electric current by 
comp leting the circuit, bat no deaths 
have ever been recorded in this manner. 
In oases of wrecks or any thing hap p en­ 
ing to the car, or while the oar is stop 
p ing to let p assengers on and off, there 
is some device which breaks the circuit 
in some manner, making the rail p erfect­ 
ly harmless. 
Aside from all this the right of way is 
owned by the comp any , and is strictly 
p rivate, and every j*erson who ventures 
thereon does so at bis own risk. There is 
no third rail at the road crossing, the 
car simp ly coasting across the road 
without p ower, ami in the city lim its 
and in town the p ower will be received 
from an overhead wire in the nsnal 
manner. 
The third rail, like coal oil 
lamp s, gasoline stoves, n ai ural gas aud 
many other inventions were in their 
day , is not understood, and will create a 
feeling of uneasiness until it is seen in 
op eration.

The land where Rush county now is 
was sold for the first time at Brookville, 
on the first Monday in October, 18 20. 
It was alia forest in which were many 
wild animals such as the p anther, wolf, 
wildcat and deer. There were also the 
rattlesnake, cop p erhead and water moc­ 
casin. This territory was ceded by 
tribe, the Delaware*, in the treaty made 
at St. Mary , Ohio, January 15, 18 19. 
Jonathan Jennings, Lewis Cass and Ben- 
; amin Brooks being the United State* 
Commissioners. This land was survey 
ed and the scales were made on the first 
Monday in October, 18 20. 
Mr John 
Arnold bought the farm which has been 
the family home from that time to*this. 
This county is bounded on the north 
by Hancock and Henry , on the east by 
Fay ette and Franklin, on the weet by 
Shelby an Hancock, and on the south 
by Decatur. It is 23 miles long and 16 
miles wide, being equal to 368 square 
miles and having 235,315 acres entered 
j or tax ation. Before the meeting of the 
Legislature of 18 21-18 22 this county be­ 
longed to Franklin county , but at that 
time it was divided and, at the sugges­ 
tion of Dr. W. B. Laughlin, was named 
in honor of his friend, Dr. Benjamin 
Rush, of Philadelp hia. 
The first Commissioners’ meeting was 
Held five miles southwest of Rushville. 
The first sheriff of the county was John 
Hay s 
At a meeting of the county 
commissioners held at Dr. W. B. Laugh­ 
lin^, the location wan decided up on. 
The nex t day a man was ap p ointed to 
lay off the town in lots and to locate the 
p ublio square. 
The sale of lots began 
July 29, and every one began chop p ing 
down the trees on his lot. Then til© 
streets and p ublic square were cleared 
and the p eop le began to build their 
homes. 
The first house was built by W. B. 
Laughlin near the river between Harri­ 
son and Morgan streets; it was a cabin 
built of round logs, and was built very 
large that it might accomodate a family 
of three sous aud ten daughters. 
A cir­ 
cuit court was organized Ap ril 4, 18 22; 
the first p rosecuting attorney was Hiram 
M. Curry . 
The first grist mill was 
built in 1821 by Dr W. B. Laughlin, 
and stood on the farm now owned by 
W. R Jones. 
A jail was built in 18 23; 
also a oourt house costiug $2500. 
The Dog Fennel Gazette with Wil­ 
liam Wickham as editor and p rop rietor 
was the first p ap er of the county . 
It 
was IO by 12 inches and gLve the local 
news and some advertisements. The 
bed of the p ress was the top of a sy ca­ 
more stump and the lever a long p ole 
fastened into a nearby tree. 
Sometime 
between 18 8 0 and 18 40 another p alier 
called the Rushville Herald was started 
by Samuel Davis and Thomas Wallace, 
ex p erienced p rinters from Cincinnati. 
On June 18 , 18 59, a p ublic meeting 
was held in the court house, forth© p ur­ 
p ose of talking over the matter of p ur­ 
chasing a cemetery . 
A committee of 
five was ap p ointed to look after the 
matter. 
The p eop le needed railroads 
next. The J. M. A I. was the first rail­ 
road built, the first srain p ulling in 
Sep t. IO, 18 50. The nex t was the O., H. 
A D. railroad, the first train running 
from Connersville to Rushville Dec. 15, 
18 67; the first on the Big Four came iu 
Sep tember 18 8 1; while the Lake Erie 
was comp leted the nex t y ear. 
The 
banks and insurance comp anies were 
started nex t. The first school was built 
bv Dr. W. Laughlin and he was the 
first teacher. 
Rushville a1 
the p resent time has 
about six thousand inhabitants. 
Its 
business and manufacturing facilities 
are of the best of their kind. 
Our city 
enjoy s the very best common and high 
school advantages. 
It is nicely laid out 
and has many p retty streets with their 
beautiful lawns, trees and sidewalks.
